Municipal hall yesterday afternoon.

Citizen's National bank conducted a 
series ot transactions which he called 
"A Day in a Bank."

It is charged that it not 
only disfranchises 300,000 voters in 
the northern area, but omits in the 
south classes on whose support De 
Valera can count. To prepare a new 
register would take several weeks— 
Mr. Griffith says months—and as a 
speedy election is desired by the gov- 
ernment, the present decision- of Mr. 
Griffith is to adhere to the existing 
register. 


The Free State Party. 


This may lead to the refusal of the 


Republicans to stand as candidates

BLOCKEY CUT POTATO BEST 


Working; Soil Deep and Cutting1 Spuds 


Just Before Planting Helps to 


Get Good Crop. 


Ithaca, May 17.—When cutting po- 


tatoes for planting if the cuts aro 
made an to give "chunky" rather than 
Ions, slim t»eed pieces they aro not 
likely to bleed and dry out so much, 
acording to a statement today from 
the specialists at the state agricultur- 
al college here. It is also Important, 
the college says, that each piece used 
for seed have two eyes, and that it be 
usually not smaller than a hen's egg. 


Cutting potatoes is not advised un- 


til just before time to plant. If it 
must be done some time before, how- 
ever, the seed should be kept out of 
the direct sunlight. The pieces are in 
this case spread out into a thin lay- 
er and turned frequently until the 
cut surfaces dry out. 


Most of the cultivation for potatoes 


is done before the crop Is planted. 
Even ten inches is not too deep to 
work the Boil if too much of the raw 
subsoil isn't turned up, the college 
says. Potatoes are planted from two 
to four inches deep for early ones and 
•from three to fiie inches deep lor lat- 
er ones, going deeper on loose sandy 
soil than on heavy soil 


The best planting distance for gar- 


dens is said to be 30 indies between 
rows and a foot between hills in the | 
row. 
Growing potatoes is the subject | 


of a bulletin published by the college 
which is sent free on request.

WORKFORCLEAN EGGS 


Plenty of NcaW and Clean Straw Make 


Better Market than for Filthy 


Product, FIcurtM Show. 


Th« fact that about a third of th« 


eggs put. on th« market for sale are 
dirty and for this reason do not bring 
top prices, leads the poultrymen at 
the etate agricultural college to sug- 
gest how farmers may put on the mar. 
ket a clean attractive product. 


The main thing is to have plenty 


of nesus, uaya the specialists. One for 
each six hens Is not too many, and 
they should have plenty of fresh straw. 
A good littler of straw on the floor 
also gives the hens a "door-mat" to 
•wipe their feet In, which they -will use 
if there. Gathering the eggs early in 
the day prevent* tramping on them, 
but when the ground .., soft It i« bet- 
ter to keep the hens In the house un- 
til about three, gathering the es«s 
when the llock Is let out. Chicken 
•wire nailed between the roosts and 
dropping boards ia suggested to keep 
the hens' feet 
clean, and frequent 


cleaning of the boards frill also help. 


Those eggs which are dirty when 


gathered, the college says, should be 
washed at orice and sold as soon as 
possible for immediate consumption. 
All eggs should be stored in a cool 
moist place free 
from mustiness or 


odor, and should not be handled more 
than necessary. Moving them from a 
cool place to a warm one causes them 
to sweat and injures them, and keep-, 
ing them -well covered helps to pro- 
tect them from deterioration.
